At 4:29 Attorney Owens arrived at the court house. 


The jury filed in and the verdict was pronounced, "Not 
Guilty."

ton jury had arrived at a decision at 2:25 p. m., but that 
no intimation of the verdict can be given until Judge 
Wickham is here to receive the jurors' verdict.

Mt. Vernon, O., April 25.—The fate of Lewis J. Bol- 


ton now rests with the jury, into whose hands it was 
given at 11:21 o'clock this morning. 
Judge E. M. Wickham left the court house at 1:45 


o'clock this afternoon, instructing Bailiff Patrick Purcell 
that he would not receive a verdict before 4:30 or 5 o'clocli 
this afternoon if a verdict is reached by the ;ury prior to 
that time. Judge Wickhtm is feeling exhausted by the 
strain of the trial and has started on a little trip into the 
country with Judge F. 0. Levering to refresh himself. 


The jurors were not allowed to go to the Curtis 


House for lunch this noon, but were served in their room. 
When the jury retired at 11:21 the crowd in the court 
room melted away, but there are still many women in the 
court house this afternoon, and crowds are standing 
across the street, awaiting the verdict. Never in the his- 
tory of Knox county has greater interest been manifest- 
ed in any trial. 
Since the beginning of the Bolton case, the jurors 


have bsen isolated and no one has been allowed to talk to 
them. They have not had the newspapers and have been 
kept away from all outside influences. This has been by 
Judge Wickham's direction, so that there can be no pos- 
sibility of error In the prosecution so far as any influence, 
conversation or attempt at manipulation are concerned. 


The Bolton trial started in Judge Wickham's court 


on April Itlli, two weeks ago today, having been sent 
from Newark on a change of venue. Bolton was indicted 
for first degree murder, growing out of Carl Ethering- 
ton's lynching in Newark, July 8, 1910. The state did 
not contend that Bolton paitieipated in the actual lynch- 
ing1, but endeavored 10 prove that he was instrumental 
in planning the crime. The strongest evidence against 
Bolton was that of Joe Bush, Bolton's taxicab driver, who 
admitted that he himself h?d been active in breaking in 
the jail and lynching Etherington, a dry detective. A 
note sent by Bolton to Bush in the jail was sprung in the 
closing of the trial, but the evidence in the case was such 
as to create much doubt in the minds of those who had 
heard all the testimony or followed it through the news- 
,«ipers as to just what the outcome would be. Friends of 
the prisoner had from the ceginning expressed 
confi- 


denceof acquittal, and the prisoner himself was evidently 
sure of his freedom. Not until the close of the trial did 
he manifest any nervousness.

CORRESPONDENT writes that the law in enumerating those 
who shall not vote puts women in the class of non-voters, to- 
gether with most undesirable associates, and the writer con-

eluded with the sentence, "What are men thinking of, anyway?" 


But did it ever strike the writer of this letter and many other 


women also, that upon this and kindred subjects, a vast nnmber of men 
do not think? They think about their business. They think about their 
pleasures. They think hard how to make more money. But upon the 
eocial conditions about them, they do not think. 
They accept these 


conditions as they are. Here and there are men who do think upon 
these matters. 
And these thinkers are the reformers of the world. 


But the average man !s not of this class. It is easiest for him to accept 
things as they are. He can scarcely he induced to think upon his 
own vote. How then can he be expected to think upon woman's vote? 
It would be too hard work for him. He wants to be let alone. Inertia 
has him fast in its grip. 
Then, too, if women voted, things might be 


changed. 
And he hates change, just as he does housecleaning.

has got things running to suit himself. He has set himself up as lord 
of creation, and the yorld is being managed on this basis. It would 
be most disturbing to have It upset. Let well enough alone. 


The work ahead of women, then, if they want to see this move- 


Jtaent succeeded is to wake men up and start them to thinking. If they 
Han once be made to see the injustice of woman's position, if they can 
te brought to realize that she is no longer a doll, a play-thing, or a 
being created merely to serve them, but an individual with capacities 
the same as their own, they will not deny her rights. Man has a sense 
Of justice once it is aroused. The trouble now is that he is standing 
With his face to the past. He accepts without thinking the attitude of 
the past toward women. He does not think for himself in this matter. 


The work should be done in an earnest, dignified, convincing way. 


Once men are started to thinking upon it, the rest will follow, for as 
has been said, the men of this country are square. Right and justice 
are on the women's side. 
Once get the men to think honestly about 


the question, and they will admit this; and once admitted, they must 
concede women's demands, or elst occupy a position so exceedingly 
foolish that most men would not endure it. 


And if women can come to their own in the matter of wages, of 


legal rights, and the many other things women are contending for, 
surely this world is going to be a happier place for our daughters and 
granddaughters to live in. 
And when man once fully understands 


the situation, he will be glad to have a hand in making it so. 


Since then roan has the power, as things are at present, to give 


woman wha- she asks, the thing is not to rail at him as so many do 
for not granting woman's demands, but to set him soberly to think- 
ing- 
Do not make him an antagonist. 
Make him an ally. 
Every 


woman has it within her power to win at least one ally for the cause. 
If every woman did this, the fight would soon be won.

Investigations of Postoffice Depart- 
ment Are Planned.

Washington. April 25.—(Special.]— 


f>re*ident Taft has become deeply in 
terested iu the manor of ptvveutiug 
the aidiug; aud ab^uin-.; of revuluiiou- 
ists in foivigu i-ouutries by citiz<>us of 
the I'uitttl States, either iu person or 
by furnishiUK arms aud supplies. At 
present the law i« eutirely ituideQUate. 
and legislation is necessary to give ilif 
presideut jxjwer to enforce uemr*Uty 
iu au effective uiauuer. 


Oue reason why the people of South 


and Central America dislike and dis- 
trust the L'uiied States is because buc- 
caneers from this country dip into 
every rebellion and make large profits 
in selling anus aud furnishing men. 
all under cover of tbe United States 
flag. It is expected that an effort will 
be made at au early day to pass moiv 
effective neutrality laws. 


In the President's Hands. 


"It's now up to congress." said Sen- 


ator Stone, speaking of the Mexican 
situation. But be was far from voic- 
ing any idea the president had on that 
subject. 
Not only did the president 


think that there was no reason why 
the Mexican situation should >>e re- 
ferred to congress, but at the time tne 
Missouri senator made his speech he 
was determiued to keep the control of 
the situation in his own hands. 


The president did not need any au- 


thority from congress to do all that he 
wanted to do. He was also aware that 
to refer the matter to congress was 
tantamount to declaring- war if congress 
took any action. The president has no 
doubt of his authority to protect Amer- 
icans in this country along the border, 
but even to go into Mexico to do so 
without any authority from congress. 


President Taft is perfectly satisfied 


with all he has done thus far in regard 
to the Mexican situation.

lution to investigate the postoffice de- 
partment on some one of tbe many 
complaints that have been made ia re- 
gard to its management. 
Postmaster 


General Hitchcock seems to hare en- 
gendered considerable enmity among 
members of congress. 


One investigation which is going for- 


ward is to be conducted by the com- 
mittee of which Congressman Ash- 
brook of Ohio is chairman. It is his 
intention to make a thorough inquiry 
into the affairs of the department un- 
der the dragnet resolution which has 
been passed. 


Vision of Hill and McCall. 


Both McCall of Massachusetts and 


Hill of Connecticut are Republicans 
who supported reciprocity. 
Joe Ford- 


ney of Michigan paid hJs respects to 
them. "They are both protectionists," 
said he, "but whether they can see 
beyond the limits of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut at this time I am not go- 
ing to say."

says. "I have believed in, and have 
advocated publicity of corporation re- 
ports for many years. When the pub- 
lic becomes conversant with corpora- 
tion affairs and is convinced that it 
is seeing from the inside, much of 
the feeling against the great business 
concerns will pass away. That will 
be one of the effects of publicity." 


In the matter of public control of 


quasi-public^ concerns, Mr. Hill is a 
firm advocate, but he wants the con- 
trol to be intelligent: he wants only 
trained men in the places of control. 


"A corporation is a piece of paper 


bearing the stamp and seal of tho 
state," he says. "It's life is created bv 
the people and naturally the people 
should have some word in making 
the rules under 
which it transacts 


business. That proposition is one 1 
have preathed for years, and now I 
am glad to see it making headway 
among common carrier corporations. 
Last week President Aludge of 
the 


Rock Island railroad 
declared 
for 


public control of railroads. 
George 


M. Reynolds, president of the Contin- 
ental and Commercial National Bank 
of Chicago did the same the 
week 


before: T. X. Vail, president of 
the 


American Telephone and

Company, recently made a report to 
his board of directors, in which 
he 


took a firm st~nd for both publicity 
and public control. 


"But that control must be intelli- 


gently administered. Public control, 
simply because it is a control by the 
public, is not al). It must be intelli- 
gent. as I "nave always contended. In- 
telligent people will ask and expect 
nothing more. 
Vail, Reynolds and 


the others are right in 
advocating 


publicity and public control. Both are 
things which eventually will go Jar 
toward making a good feeling be- 
tween the corporations and the peo- 
ple, and will assist in settling much 
of the antagonism which now seems 
to prevail.''

criminal in strict conformity with 
sentence of a court of justice; or where 
an officer in the lawful exercise of a 
particular duty kills a person who re- 
sists. or prevents him from executing 
it. 
Excusable homicide is where one 


person kills another accidentally, or in 
self defense, or in defense of his wife. 
child or parent, and not 
from any 


vindictive feeling or malice. Felonious 
homicide is where one kills another in 
the commission of an assault and Bat- 
tery, or any other unlawful act. Under 
such circumstances it is called man- 
slaughter. If the person be 
killed 


purposely and maliciously it is murder 
in the second degree 
If he is killed 


purposely and maliciously, and with 
premeditation and deliberation, it is 
murder in the first degree; felonious 
homicide, therefore, is either murder 
in the first degree, murder in the sec- 
ond degree, or manslaughter. 


The rule prevails, gentlemen of the 


jury, in all cases tried to a jury, that 
where a party admits any of the facts 
in issue they are to be taken and con- 
sidered by the court and jury as es- 
tablished facts for all the purposes of 
the case, and do not require proof. For 
the purposes of the case under consid- 
eration the jury must taite them as 
facts in the case, and that rule is the 
.same in criminal prosecutions so that 
where a person charged with a crime 
admits at any time before or during 
the trial any of the facts put in issue 
by his plea to the indictment, those 
facts the state is not required to ,irow-»: 
they become the same as proven facts 
when they are admitted by' the de- 
fendant. 


It b'ecomes my duty, gentlemen of 


the jury, in this case, to definitely 
point out to you the facts in issue, 
and which you are to determine from 
a consideration of tbe evidence in the 
case, and also to point out to you the 
special facts that have been admitted 
by the defendant. Facts thus admit- 
ted may be admitted by the defendant 
himself, if he testifies as a witness in 
the case, in giving his testimony from 
the witness stand, or they may be ad- 
mitted by his counsel in open court 
for tfee purposes of the case.

murder in the first degree; felonious 
homicide, therefore, is either murder 
in the first degree, murder in the sec- 
ond degree, or manslaughter. 


The rule prevails, gentlemen of the 


jury, in all cases tried to a jury, that 
where a party admits any of the facts 
in issue they are to be taken and con- 
sidered by the court and jury as es- 
tablished facts for all the purposes of 
the case, and do not require proof.
